PITTSBURG, Mar. U J - U P ) — 
Blowing up an armored truck with 
a bomb, while it was enroute to 
the Pittsburg Terminal Coal com­ 
pany’s mine this afternoon, nine 
armed bandita escaped in an auto­

000. The driver of the truck and 
two guards were badly injured.

TOKIO, Mar. 11.—(AP)—Cen­ 
tral Japan, recovering slowly from 
the havoc wrought by Monday’s 
earthquake, was swept today by a 
terrific gale, The storm brought 
renewed hardships in the tangled 
district, blowing down many of 
the hastily erected refuge shelt­ 
ers, after the troops had experi­ 
enced 
considerable 
difficulty in 
putting them up. 
Last figures complied by the 
home office gave the number of 
dead, through the quake, as 8,687, 
with 6,443 injured. 
Relief measures went steadily 
on, despite serious handicaps. Im­ 
mediately after 
the catastrophe 
the relief expenditures were ham­ 
pered 
by impassable 
roads and 
flooded areas. The authorities are 
giving particular attention to those 
in need of medical care.

Game To The Last Flutter Of 
His Stalwart Heart Boy Yields 
To Death After Difficult Fight 


CHICAGO, March 11.—(A P)-G am e to th# last flutter of a 
stalwart heart, Albert Frick yielded to death last night, four and 
one-half days to the hour, after the 22-year old youth began a grim 
battle with the mystery that numbed his lungs and placed hit Ilfs 
in the hands of three score valiant friends. 
He died as two of them ceased the steady compressing and re­ 
laxing that for 108 hour* had pumped the breath of lift in and out 
of the body, chilled into helplessness hy creeping paralysis. 
Attending doctor*, amazed at hi* ability to live more than half 
a week, although powerless to breath, knew the end was coming, 
but the last phrase through Frick’i parched Ups was a halting as­ 
surance that ‘i ’m all right.” Two hours later he was dead. 
Medical science knows little of the Landry’s paralysis, except 
there have been a few Instances of recovery, but when Frick’s breath­ 
ing ceased Sunday, physicians quickly started artificial respiration, 
hoping to keep oxygen fed to the body until he rallied from the 
paralysis. * 
Volunteers appeared at the hospital and offered their services. 
Organised into ahifta of two men each, they took up the exacting 
work, two at a time, forcing the lungs to take in and expel air. 
* 
For two days Frick received aU his nourishment through a 
glucose solution injected into his paralyzed legs. 
Yesterday he 
grew weaker and dropped into his first lengthy sleep, but it was 
exhaustion and last night he lost consciousness. 
Through his last conscious hours, the youth continued to smU* 
the face of death, jesting with the Inen laboring to save his life 
Almost his last word was an agreement to attend a horae-coming 
oarty his father proposed.

While not attempting to pres­ 
cribe for all communities as to 
the rate of income to be allowed 
the utility concerns, or to guaranty 
them any stated income return on 
their property investment, the Su­ 
preme Court made its calculations 
in this particular case at about 8 
per cent.

Net earnings amounted to about 
$11.60 a share on the common 
stock, against $9.50 a share last 
year, allowing a comfortable mar­ 
gin for surplus after the payment 
of all expenses. 
This does not

were equivalent to 11 1-2 per cent 
of its property valuation. A good 
portion of the money invested is 
provided by the

As u rule the bonds 
issued by them have a high in­ 
vestment rating, and are bought in 
good volume by the shrewdest of 
investment experta, including the 
savings banks, insurance compa­ 
nies and trustees of estates.

Stripped of its technical verbi­ 
age, extraterritoriality means that 
aliens resident in the F ar East re­ 
public are entirely removed from 
native control and are accorded 
certain privileges that are denied 
the Chinese themselves. This re ­ 
fusal, as set forth in various trea­ 
ties with foreign powers, to per­ 
mit China to govern all the people 
within its borders in accordance 
with its foreign right» has Iqng 
been regarded by the Chinese peo­ 
ple as a national humiliation and 
has served to increase anti foreign 
sentiment. 
E xtraterritoriality concerns it­ 
self mostly with the adm inistra­ 
tion of justice. Summed up, this 
system operates as follows: 
(a)— All controversies in which 
no foreigners are involved are tried 
in Chinese courts 
according 
to 
Chinpse law, cases brought before 
the mixed court in Shangahi being 
an exception. 
In Consular Courts 
(b)—Controversies between two 
or more 
nationals 
of the same 
Treaty Power are trysd in the con­ 
sular courts or other courts of 
that Power, and the law applied 
is that of the Power concerned. 
Chinese police officials may make 
arrests in criminal cases, but* the 
offenders must be turned over to 
their respective consuls. 
(c)—Controversies between na­ 
tionals of different Treaty Pow­ 
ers are determined not by the 
Chinese courts, but by the authori­ 


ties and laws of the States con­ 
cerned 
according 
to agreements 
between these States. 
(d) -Controversies befcveen na­ 
tionals of Non-Treaty Powers and 
nationals 
of Treaty 
Powers In 
which the latter are defendants, 
are determied by the authorities of 
the Treaty Powers.

of Joseph

had a hand in the drafting of more 
revenue and tariff bills than any 
other public official. 
The economic aspects of a new 
tax reduction are of considerable 
interest. Since the war taxe-i have 
been reduced approximately $1,- 
604,000,000. 
The cut under 
the 
1921 revenue act amounted 
to 
$663,000,000. fhe 1024 law 
$619.- 
000,000 and that of 1926 $422,000,- 
000. 
The question now presents it­ 
self of the tax reduction to be con­ 
sidered by the 70th congress, next 
December, the last session before 
the presidential election. 
The present Indications place the 
1927 surplus at around $500,000,- 
000 although estimates of the bu­ 
reau of the budget' and Secretary 
Mellon insist that it will not sur­ 
pass $383,000,000. This large sur­ 
plus is the result of a greater in­ 
come to the government than under 
the 1924 reventé act, in spite of the 
tax reduction. 
Secretary Mellon is expected to 
agree to a tax reduction possibly 
as great as the surplus recorded 
June 30, 1927.
